Ordinance No. 1718.

AN ORDINANCE relating to the city dump, to
appolnt a keeper thereof and provide for his
compensation and bond, and penalties for
violations of this ordinance.

Be It ordained by the Mayor and Counclunen of
the City of Topeka:

SecrioN 1. From and after the passage of
thils ordinance 1t shall be the duty of the mayor
by and with the consent of the councll to ap-
polnt some suitable person to ltake charge of,
care for, and manage the olty dump. That such
person shall receive & montnly saiary of forty
doliars apd shail serve in sald capacity durlng
the pleasure of the mayor anil council. Belore
entering upon the duties of his position he shall

ive 4 good and sufficlent bond in the sum of two
ﬁundrwl doliars with two or more surelbies,
Suel boad shall be conditional thar the sald

wrson glving the same shall pay over to the ety
{m.‘u:ur)- all moneys that shali come inoto his
hands, by roason of his sald positlon as keoper
of the city dump and that he will do and per-
form all duties fequired of him by the ordinan-
ces of Lhe elty of Lopeks and the rules and regu-
iatlons of the eity board of health.

Sgo. 2. It shall be the duty of the sald ksap-
er of tha elty dump to keep the sald elty damp
in good working condition and to manage and
assist in operating the sams when in use vy the
city scaveugers orf other person or persons usiog
the sume in the manner provided In the ordi-
pances of the city of Topeka and the rules and
regulations of the city board of health, and to
nol allow the sald city dump to be used for any
other than & Jawful purposs. He shall collect
{from clty scavengers and all other persons using
the same for lawful purposes, the folowing
fees:

For the contents of privy vaulls and cess is
passed over sald elty dump at the rate ol five
cents for each barrei or cask of four cubic feet
contents ench.

For any olher offal or garbage directed by the
mayor and council or elty board of health by
dumped over sald eity dump, the sum of tiftesn
csats for each wagon load or part thereof.

The sald keoper of the eity dump shall keep a
record in whieh he shall regisier the name of all
persons using the sald elty damp, the date of the
usage and quantity of ma.ter deposited over the
snie and Lglﬁ amount by him ecllected for the
use theraof.

Sgc, 3, The sald keeper of tha clty dump
shall give his recel pts to sl persons making payr
menis to him, which receipt shall be datsd the
day 1t s givea and shall contain the nsimné of the
r--l son making lht_-.dpa}'meut_ the amouns of mn-

erial deposited and the amount of money paid
for the use of the sald dumnp. The sald Keeper
shall pay Into the city treasury onces aach wealk
all moneys coilected |>f' him for the npse of the
aild dump and shall take a recelpl therefor,
which recelpt shall be by him deposited with
the ity clerk.

Spc, 4. Any perzon violating any of the pro-
vislons of this ordipanes shall be deemed guilty
of & misdemeanor sod upon conuviction thereof
shall be flued in a sum not less than five dollars,
nor more than twenty-five doliars for each
andif the violator be a city scavenger
il have his licease cancelled as city scav-

Sec, 5. This erdinance shall take effect and
bo i foree from and after its publication In the
official cliy paper.
